The first session of the Extension Subcommittee on 4-H Club Work was 
called to order by Chairman C. B. Wadleigh at 10:00 A. M., Wednesday, 
January 23, 1952, in room 523, The Conrad Hilton Hotel, Chicago, Illinois. 


Mr. Wadleigh introduced and welcomed the new members: Pauline Rowe, 
Vermont, and Burton 5. Hutton, Oregon. Miss Scott served as secretary 
until Miss Fenn arrived. The minutes of the November meeting were approved. 


With a brief explanation, Mr. Wadleigh distributed copies of informa- 
tion on the origin and development of the Extension Subcommittee on 4-H 
Club Work, 


First order of business was the presentation of the following reports: 
PROGRESS REPORT ON POLICY STATEMENTS PREVIOUSLY APPROVED 


Miss Warren presented each Subcommittee member with a collection of 
material on lixtension 4-H Glub policies including relationships with other 
youth groups and organizations. 

ACTION This work was commended. Mr. Lineweaver moved, it was seconded 

TAKEN and carried unanimously, that a committee of five be appointed to 
assemble a well-indexed compilation of policies for reference.

STUDY OF DEVELOPMENTS NEEDED 10 FURTHER STRENGTHEN THE NATIONAL AWARDS PROGRAM 


Mr. Lineweaver reported that this study had been subdivided into three

A committe composed of Milo Downey, Maryland, Chairman; Ira Hollar, 
Oklahoma; P. C. Taff, Iowa; and C. G Staver, Colorado are to review all 
policies and bring a final or progress report to the next Subcommittee 
meeting in June. 


NATIONAL 4-H CLUB HEALTH COMMITTEE 


Mr. Foster submitted names for the proposed committee. This included 
representation by State 4-H Club Leaders, Extension Health Specialists, 
Federal Extension Service, National Committee on Boys and Girls Club Work, 
and the Kellogg Company.

Mr. Anderson presented each Subcommittee member with copies of the 
National 4-H Club Congress in Retrospect (comments from letters) and 
stated that it was gratifying to receive these letters. He gave the fol- 
lowing data on the 1951 Congress.

Next the Subcommittee reviewed each of the reports of the official 
committees for the 30th National 4-H Club Congress. These suggestions 
were added; 


ACTION Arrange for the chairman of the Orientation Committee to appear 
TAKEN on the National 4-H Club Congress program. 


Mr. Hutton moved, it was seconded and carried, that Chairman 
Wadleich be authorized to write all State A-H Club Leaders 

and Extension Directors calling their attention to the feeling 
of the Extension Subcommittee on 4-H Club Work that it is the 
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responsibility of each state to maintain good conduct on the part 
of all 4-H Club members in Chicago at the time of the Congress 
regardless of whether or not they are delegates or attending any 
other official function. 


It was deemed desirable to have a 4-H Club band again if one could 
be obtained and that such be selected from applications submitted 
by the states. 


It was strongly urged that all states be made aware of this state- 

ment from the Press, Radio, and Television Committee: "Many 4-H r 
Club members are poorly informed on 4-H work and the general ex- 

tension program, sometimes to an embarrassing decree. They can- 

not explain what 4-H Club work is when suddenly confronted with 
a question. Simple instruction in the nature of 4-H Club work, 

its -oals and objectives, and its place and size in each member's 

own state would be desirable for all delegations. This might 

even be done on the train en route to Congress, if necessary or 

at special sessions early in the week. Of course, much of the 

orientation should preferably be done earlier in the county Exten- 

Sion prosram," 


It was asreed that this should also be referred to the Orientation 
Committee. 


Miss Warren moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously, that 
we recommend consideration be given to allowing previous winners 
to attend Congress the following year if unable to attend pre- 
viously (on the basis of valid reasons). 


Mr, Lineweaver moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously 
that we recommend national anc sectional winners not be able to. 
attend a second time as state winners. 


Mr. Lineweaver moved, it was seconded and carried unanimously, 
that in 1953 the date for records to be in Chicago be moved to 
October 25 instead of November 1. 


The committee appointed to be in charge of the 4-H Delegates! 
Program is the following: G. A. Lineweaver -Chairman, Burton S. 
Hutton, Gertrude L, Warren, Director J. Earl Coke, and 3 others 
to be selected by Lineweaver to direct group discussions. 


The committee in charge of the State 4-H Leaders’ Program is the 
following: Aubry Scott-Chairman, Pauline Rowe, Mrs. Kathryn Van 
Aken Burns, and Director Walter S. Brown. 


The session Wednesday evening began with reports from Director Ferguson 
and then returned to discussions with the National Committee on Boys and 
Girls Club Work. 


REPORT OF DIRECTOR FERGUSON FROM JANUARY MEETING OF EXTENSION COMMITTER 
ON ORGANIZATION AND POLICY : 


The Committee on Organization and Policy approved the acceptance for 
1952 of four 300,00 scholarships offered by the Chicago Defender for 4-H 
members in the 17 states having Negro Land—Grant Collezes, At the June 


meeting, the Subcommittee will consider any offers of this nature beyond 1952. 


A progress report on the 4-H Study Committee--composed of Director 
GC. WwW. Fersuson, Ohio, Chairman; Miss Norma Brumbaugh, Oklahoma; and Director 
H. O. Stewart, Rhode Island--nointed out that the Exnloratory Committee 
which met December 7, 1951 had a most interesting session. 


The 4-H Study Committee recomended and the Committee on Oreanization 
and Policy approvec: 

1. That the National 4-H Club Foundation be asked to assume responsi- 
bility for finding financial support for a study of two parts—- 
a. To find and reduce to usable form what is now known 
b. To determine the voids in our present information and develop 

a plan for studies to fill ont these voids. 

2. That the funds be administered and the project be generally super- 
vised by the National 4-H Clu» Foundation 

3. That Dr. Ralnh Tyler's assistance be secured as a counsellor for 
the study 

4. That the Exploratory Committee be continued in an advisory capacity 

5. That the possibility of correlatinz this study with a prosram pro- 
posed by ACE be considered 


Director Ferruson suggested that our recommendations to the Committee 
on Orranization and Policy be submittec to the Chairman in writing. The 
next meetings of the Committee on Organization and Policy will be held 


Avril 17-19, Chicago. 


Director Karl Coke, California, has been appointed to replace Director 
Ferguson on the Extension Subcommittee on 4-H Club Work and is scheduled to 


join the Committee for the next meeting. 


The major portion of Thursday's session was devoted to ideas for the 
advancement of youth through 4-H. A great number of miscellaneous items 
also came before the Subcommittee. 


IDEAS AND SUGGZSTIONS FOR PROGRAMS OF GREATER SERVICE TO RURAL YOUTH 


A vast number of ideas came from the pooling of suggestions by Sub-— 
committees members and representatives of the National Committee on Foys 
and Girls Club Work and the National 4-H Club Foundation. 


Chairman Wadleigsh divided those present into two sroups which took 
time to (1) screen the ideas and (2?) sugeest how we could get into 
action on the most important or urgent ideas. 


seven areas were centered upon; 

Urgent 

1. Need for doing something definite about increasing the Federal 
4-H Club Staff anc setting action on our desire for a National 
Director of 4-H Club Work 

2. Need for additional finances to do the job 

3. Consideration of having the event at the nation's capnitol be the 
apex of our program in leadership training, program planning, 
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and citizenship, in which case plans could be made for representa-— 
tion of Local 4-H Leaders and broacening the base of 4-H member 
representation 

Important 

4. Need to develop a vrozram around the needs of all young people 
emphasizing urban and rural nonfarm 

5. Need to launch definitely into a citizenship prorram 

6. Need for a broad training provram for agents and volunteer leaders 

7, Need to review certain selected vroject programs to determine just 
how training, promotion, and evaluation can best be done 


The group on organization or operation suggested a list of all groups 
where "seeds could be planted" and some of the devices that could be used. 


Chairman Wadleigh was directed to allocate these seven areas to various 
ones for further exploration. Mr. Foster sugrested that these ideas serve 
as the basis for the 4-H Leaders'Program at National Camp.

BICYCLE SAFETY PROGRAM 


Discussion brought out that this would be helyoful for urban and suburban 
work and suited for the younger age group. There was a question raised 
about whether or not it could be an integral part of the present api 
progran.

He expressed voleasure that a section on lixtension camping 
would be one of the kindred group meetings being planned for the first 
day of the convention. 


Our 4-H Recreation and Rural Arts Committee is working actively on 
plans for the Extension section, and T. W. Thompson renorted that the 
most comprehensive pro:ram to date is being prepared.
